SPAIN FOR THE SPANIARDS 


Sudden agreement of Italy to the withdrawal 
of foreign volunteers from Spain is so complete 
a reversal as to suggest a price may have been 
paid for its change of front. Germany has also | 
done a right-about on the question, but Mr. | 
Hitler has been obviously losing interest in the 
Spanish adventure since the Basque ports were | 
captured, and he was probably more than will- 
ing to abondon the enterprise whenever Musso- 
lini would consent. 


The basis of the agreement is that both the 
Government and the Insurgents are to be recog- 
nized as belligerents, once the volunteers have | 
been evacuated.

Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 


The permanent relief of catarrhal troubles 
takes both time and persistence, yet what seems 
to be the longest cure is really the shortest be- 
cause it throws aside the non-essentials and 
really settles down to the important question of 
correcting the causes of catarrh. 


The length of time required before a patient 
experiences a noticeable improvement varies 
with different individuals; however, most cases 
report a gratifying improvement in from three 
to six weeks. Many patients with chronic 
catarrh have spent several months or even years 
trying to abolish it, without knowing that they 
were never more than a month or two away 
from relief if they had known the right treat- 
ment to use and had adhered to it. 


In overcoming any form of chronic catarrh 
the main part of the treatment is to give the 
blood a chance to cleanse itself of accumulated 
waste products. The body, except in the most 
advanced stage of disease, is always trying to 
eliminate morbid material and will do so if 
given a chance. 


The best treatment I have found is the short 
eliminative fast employing fruit juice feedings, 
together with any treatments which will stimu- 
late the eliminative organs of the body such as 
the lungs, skin, intestine, and kidneys. Once 
the body is cleansed, the eliminative channels 
are open, and no further mucus-forming foods 
are supplied, the muscous membrane returns 
to a healthy state and the catarrhal discharge 
Stops. 

The fruit juice fast provides the body with 
an abundance of alkaline-forming minerals 
without requiring any particular effort of the 
digestive organs, so that the vitality of the body 
may be turned to good use in speeding up elim- 
ination. During the fast, the patient should use 
at least one enema each day and should drink 
several glasses of water, thus stimulating elim- 
ination through the large intestine and the kid- 
neys. The skin elimination may likewise de 
stimulated through daily sponge or shower baths 
followed by brisk rubbing. 

Following the fasting period of 5 days, I ad- 
vise a diet that avoids for a time the starches 
and sugars as most catarrhal patients do not 
assimilate these foods properly and it is also 
helpful to avoid milk or cream. The patient 
should be provided with an abundance of both 
cookeci and raw non-starchy vegetables which 
will not only supply the needed alkaline ele- 
ments but will also provide bulk or roughage. 
In addition he is allowed a reasonable amount 
of meat a day, and may use desserts of gelatin 
or dried stewed fruit. 


All known health-building methods are to be 
used, including out-of-door exercises, fresh air, 
walking, daily sponge baths, brisk rubbing of 
the skin, exposure to sunlight, and so on. 

Sometimes the patient with chronic catarrh 
has formed the habit of using the nasal douche 
or atomizer to excess, or the habit of constant 
Bargling. He should be advised that continued 
washing of the mucous membrane with strong 
solutions usually induces sufficient irritation to 
prolong the inflammatory condition he wishes 
to overcome. Proper local treatment given to 
the membrane of the nose may be he!pful in 
that it is cleansing or soothing to the irritated 
part; however, this is usually best accomplished 
under the supervision of a doctor who will dis- 
courage the patient from carrying measures to 
excess 

The method of treating catarrh which I have 
outhned is simple, but it is the common-sense 
method that I have found helpful over many 
years of practise in treating thousands of patients 
with catarrhal disorders. The treatment used 
should help the body overcome the cause of 
catarrhal conditions. Such treatment will help 
the patient to have better health in every way.

It is interesting to know 
that recent studies carried out by a large rail- 
road company have demonstrated that the blood 
pressure which is too high is as easily reduced 
in many instances in the patient past 55 as in 
the younger patient, This discovery agrees with 
my own findings in my practice.

Before taking up the execution of 
individual defensive line play, it 
Might be a good idea to generalize 
©n the proper objectives. 

T am a staunch supporter of a 
fast charging line, believing that 


the best defence is to rush, hurry | 


©r stop a play before 
chance to get under way. 

Therefore, the first objective of 
the lineman is to get across the 
line of scrimmage, (and I don’t 
mean on the next play). He must

do it instantly, He can't wait, look 
©r drift. 

As he goes through he should 
have thoughts of protection. At 


all times he is responsible for the 
ground on which he stands and that 
which is directly in front of him 
If he must retreat he should retrace 
his steps on the same ground over 
which he has advanced. 

Once across the scrimmage line. 
and having protected his territory, 
he then goes for tie ball. By fol- 
lowing this method he protects 
against reserves, cut-backs and 
spins. If he drifts or chases de- 
coys in his first movement 
the offense will have

By following the above men- 
tioned tactics the lineman finally 
arrives at his ulterior objective 
which is the actual tackle. How- 
ever, without those preliminary ob- 
jectives he may never be in a posi-

The outside’s first duty is to pro- 
tect the flank whenever possible,

particularly on fake passes and fake 
kicks. On extension plays he usu- 
| ally goes for the ball carvier. In his 
charge he must cross the line of 
scrimmage straight ahead, and then 
go in, turning the play inside when- 
ever possible. It is a good plan to 
co-operate with your secondary 
When playing wide, have the 
secondary pley in, when crashing 
from a close position have the 
secondary play further out. Follow 
every play, never cross behind your 


own line for a play on the other 
side. In such cases reverse sweep: 
would bring ruin to your defence 


In defending against most exten- 
sion plays, one might be successful 
by having the outside take the bal! 
carrier, the outside secondary the 
2nd man and the tertiary the 3rd, 
with the safety backing up the en- 
tire defensive play. The centre sec- 
ondary and the opposite secondary 
and tertiary fold with the play, but 
always maintain a position against 
a reverse, or cut-back 

The effectiveness of all defensive 
individuals depends on: 

1. Speed of charge 

2. Use of hands 

3. Assortment of individual tricks
